During  the  year  there  three  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  at 

Blandford  Gamp.  The  first  outbreak  was  sporadic,  spread  over  a period  of 
three  months  and  confined  to  children  between  the  ages  of  nine  months 
to  15  years,  the  majority  of  them  living  in  the  Blandford  Camp  Married 
Quarters.  It  would  appear  that  a large  number  ef  children  in  the 

Oamp  had  symptoms  of  food  poisoning  during  the  Saster  week-erad  bat  ¥G§$i&6&r 
no  medical  attention. 

During  July  there  was  a mifso®'  outbreak  in  th©  Oamp.  Pour  officers, 
two  cooks,  and  a waiter  w^re  taken  ill  after  partaking  of  meals  in  the 
Officers’  Mess. 

The  third  outbreak  took  place  at  the  beginning  of  December  Whm 
58  men  were  taken  ill.  Specimens  were  sent  t<§>  Dorchester  laboratory 
and  profuse  growth  of  food  poisoning  ©fgaflisns  were  recovered  fwm  stew. 

All  the  won  recovered  within  twenty  four  hours.  It  is  thought  likely 
that  rats  may  have  carried  infection.

REPUED  AMD  SALVAGE. 


Two  new  tips  were  opened  during  the  year,  one  at  Parnham  which  can  only 
be  used  in  dry  weather,  and  the  other  a.t  Red  Post,  which  is  acting  as  reserve 
for  Linterborne  Kingston  Tip.  Y.'interborne  Kingston  Tip  has  been  unused 
most  of  the  year  because  of  fire.  The  fire  was  still  burning  in  December. 

A resident  complained  to  the  Police  that  articles  of  clothing  had 
been  taken  by  the  workmen.  Apparently  the  articles  were  put  out  with  the  refuse 
in  the  bin  and  were  emptied  into  the  lorry.  Por  two  days  the  refuse  tip  was 
searched  for  the  missing  articles,  but  only  the  container,  a hold-all  type 
of  bag  wa s recovered.  Unkind  remarks  were  ma.de  regarding  the  Council’s  staff 
but  I was  of  the  opinion  that  "tip  scroungers"  had  removed  the  things  after  our 
men  load  gone  from  the  tip. 


In  twrclvc  years  this  is  only  the  second  occasion  on  which  such  a 
matter  lias  happened. 

Salvage  figures  arc  slightly  down  on  the  year,  compared  with  1955,  but  this 
has  been  mainly  due  to  lower  prices  prevailing.  Tonnage  is  slightly  increased.

Ply  nuisances  were  still  much  in  evidence  during  the  year  but  less 
than  was  expected.  Action  during  the  previous  Winter  seems  to  have  had  some 
effect.  Unfortunately  most  ratepayers  appear  to  breed  fly  grubs  in  their 
dustbins  for  the  Council  to  hatch  out  on  the  refuse  tips  a.nd  be  blamed  for 
creating  fly  nuisances.  both  powrder  and  liquid  treatment  is  regularly  carried 
out  on  the  tips. 

An  unusual  complaint  from  one  village  was  to  the  effect  that  dead  pigs 
were  left  lying  around  for  dogs  to  get  at  and  were  causing  bad  smells.  This 
was  one  of  those  rare  occasions  when  the  Police  wore  called  in  to  deal  with  the 
matter  under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts.
